This 
satisfaction will be increased if his 
worship will extend his studies to the 
late city survey, as to the meaning of 
which ho appears at presenf:7to. bo in 
the dark. That survey was made for 
the purpose of ascertaining and defin- 
ing street lines, and not, as the mayor 
supposes, the "exact diaiension" of lots 
or subdivision of blocks in the city. 
The provincial Act to which his Wor- 
ship refers, and, whicbidio ahould read, 
purports to "validate th'o "'survey in the 
above particular (the street lines) and 
not beyond it, and it is doubtful if the 
Act, and consequently the survey itself, 
arc worth anything, oven in the above 
particular. The right, pf; an o,wnor to 
the full area (^l^a, ,l;^*t i^ V^^ri^a city 
cannot' be' debrmineS Tby* the. ' opinion 
of a surveyor nor by municipal doings 
under provincial Acts passed, perhaps, 
many years after the origin of his title. 

The only thing the public can do, if 
a poll is taken, is, of course, to kpock 
on the head everybody connected' witli 
the present muddle. No' loss bf 'titnc 
in tho erection of improvements and so 
forth will be incurred by this action, 
because the Wharf street landinfj is 
vested still in the Hudson Bav Com- 
pany.

^vicpiiiijn8$iqN. 

AND THE LOGArPREMIER THREATENS TO 
^ -- ^ RESIGN. 

"A statomont has rcacliod lis of a .start- 
liiig cliaractor, to whicli, nt fii'Ht, wo gave 
little credencei As, Iiowevor, (Uii'iiig tho 
past fow days the Proiuior has repeated 
it fronr Jaincs Bay to Esqiiimalt and 
among social and jiolitical circles it is a 
topic of conyorsation,, wo consider that 
it deserves publipityl , 

The statement is" that the provincial 
government, has appointed Air. DoCos- 
nios agent for tho province to arrange 
with'the Doiiiiiiion Government fur tlie 
construction of tho Esquinialt and Na- 
naimo railway; that hia Honor tho Lieut. 
Governor opposed tho appointment and 
gave his consent at ilio lost moment only 
under o.xtromc prcs.siiro and tho threaten- 
ed resijjnation of tho Premier. Stripped 
of the brnggadocio of tho proniicr as to 
how he terrified tho Governor, we art- 
disposed to believe in tho truth of the 
statement. 

The appointment of Mr. DoCosmos we 
consider a ggod ,on©fi.^ns' .that gentleman 
has recontly-sliown- that 'lie possesses a 
thorough knowledge of tlio railway ques- 
tion. We regret that last winter tlio local 
G.oyerninent did not follotv tlie advice of 
its ^'friends by Icceping jMr. Walkoni in 
the^yroyince and appointing Mr. DuCoa- 
inOs, 'as' probably tho Island railway difH- | 
culty would before this have been satis- 
factorily solved. Only at tho last moment, 
when startled by public indignation at 
tho reported neglect of the Govornniont I 
to make proper rei)reaontations to Sir 
John A. Macdonald when in England, 
through which tho Island railway lias been 
left.out of the syndicate, is tliis import- 
ant stop taken by Mr. Walkem. 

From many sources wc are assured 
that Mr. Walkcm's preaenco in Ottawa 
last winter was a real calamity to the 
Province andi especially to this Island.

WednesdaYj Oct. 27. 
A special mooting of tho Council was 
held at 7.30 p. m. to take into considera- 
tion the public landing question. Pro- 
Bont: His Worship tho Maj-or, and Gouns. 
Boyd, Clarke, Mansell, McLean, Smith 
Rome and Shakespeare. 

His Worshipi opelfied'proceodings by re- 
lating the circumstances -whicli had led up 
to the proposed oxchango. Ho had been 
all along of full belief that the city owned 
or held in trust 25 feet of property at the 
foot of Yates street and he thought that 
all tho councillors were of tho same opin- 
ion. The survey commissioners had of- 
flcally informed him at a meeting special- 
ly called to moot them that tho city did 
not own more than 25 feet and it vas 
conacquently arranged with Mr, Gray, a.s 
agent for Mr. Yates, that a by-law for the 
exchange of not more that 25 feet, but a.s 
much loss as might prove to bo tho case, 
should be submitvcd to tho people for 
their ratifieation., Subsec^ueiitly, how- 
ever, the o'ommissiorioi-s mforhied tho 
I Csuncil that on inspection of the oflicia! 
map the city actually owned 32 feet. Thu 
voters were consoquently all at sea in tho 
matter-— in fact did not know whether 
they would be asked to vote on a 
by-law for an exchange of 25 foot or 
32 feet. " In tho absence of tho city bar- 
rister he had consulted Mr. Thoo. Davie 
who had given it a.s his opinion that, under 
the circumstances, tho by-law might bo 
withdrawn as otherwiso should it bo aub- 
niittod and passed he (the JMayor) would 
bo personally responsible for tho addition- 
al 7 feet. He had, therefore, called the 
Council. together this evening to find out 
whether it was their desire that tho by-law 
should go to the iioojile or bo withdrawn, 
i Should tlioy deuidu to submit it to the 
people he wished to be cleared of all 
tiability in tlie matter. His Worship 
added that he did not attach any impor- 
tance to the statement that tho figures 
(quoted stood for "links" instead of "feet", 
and that numbers of ratepayers had told 
him they could not vote because; tlioyj did 
not know whether thoy were tb '^6t&for 
25 feet or 32 feet. 

Coun. McLean said he had all along 
been opposed to the coiiditibns of tho 
proposed exchange on principle, but ho 
did not think tho Council could lionor- 
ably withdraw tho by-law now. It had 
boon decided to submit it to the people 
and he hoped that tlic vote of the rate- 
payers would be taken on it. Ho- would 
move that tho resolution oi^ the Council 
with reference to tho by-law^'bo carried 
into effect to-morrow. 

The motion'''' ivas- -"socohded by Coun, 
Clarke. , . 

Coun. Mansell said that ho was opposed 
to tho oxchango and always had been be- 
cause ho believed it to be not only un- 
necessary but unfair. Ho was satisfied 
in his own mind that the city owned at 
least 25 feet at tho landing and tlio cry 
that there wore only 10 feet was a report 
circulated by those in favor of tho ex- 
change. He woulu vote against it now oven 
if there were only 10 feet. 

Coun. Smith said.it- appeared to him 
very strange that the public liinding had 
boon omitted altogether from -the map of 
tho city completed from the recent sur- 
vey. He contended that it ought to have 
been clearly laid down. It was also a re- 
tnarkable circumstance that tho commis- 
sioners who were well acquainted with 
tho maps relating, to the city should at 
this lato hour make the discovery that 
tho city has 32 feet instead of 25 feet as 
thoy had all along stated. They had 
made tho discovery from tlio map dated 
1855, but he contended that that was not 
an official map at all, but that the official 
map of the city was dated 1858'ahd from 
that map the one just completed by the 
surveyors was copied. Why the landing 
had been overlooked by tho commis.sion- 
ers, who knew tliat this q.ucstion was 
I coming up, lie could not understand. 
I Coun. Shakespeare said that aa the 
leader of the trio had signified hia inten- 
tion of pressing tiio bylaw to a vote the 
others would of coiirso follow, as they had 
no minds of their own. 

Coun. Roino called Coun. Shakespeare 
to order and re(|ucsted him to speak for 
himself. 

Coun. Shakespeare asked Coun. Rome 
to keep his seat until he was in order. He 
had tho floor now. 
Conn. Rome— Siioak for yourself, then. 
Coun. Shakespeare (continuing) said 
that tlioy had tho opinion of a lawyer that 
the bylaw should bo withdrawn and ho was 
decidedly in favor of such a course. He 
had intended to vote for the exchange of 
25 feet for 35 feet, as ho believedi*nf the 
opening up of Yates siroot -would be a 
benefit to tho city, no matter how much 
Mr. Yates made out of tho transaction. 
Hut inasmucli us grave doubt existed as to 
Iiow much land tlio city really owned, ho 
thought it would be only proper that the 
matter should be deferred. 

Coun. Boyd said he was in favor of an 
exchange, but he did not believe in bind- 
ing the Council down to all sorts of stipu- 
lations in favor of Mr. Yatoa. Ho thought 
tliat tho quotition should bo deferred un- 
til the Council can definitely "ascertain 
how many foot of land th'o City actually 
owns. Ho would move a resolution to 
that effect. 

C(jun. Clarke said tliat considerable ex- 
pensu had boon incurred and he would 
like to know wlio would havo to defray 
it. Phvcards and copioH of tho by-laws 
had boon circulated freely throughout the 
city and many other things had boon done 
to prepare for tiio voting. Was Mr. Yates 
to pay for it or not ? He had sought tho 
oxchango and it \vn.a right he should de- 
fray tlio costs. Tho proposition had not 
originated with the city; if it had tlio case 
would bo diflereiit.
